TWO COMPETING ROUTES. 


It has been implied that a transit of 294 
days between London and Hong Kong by the 
Canadian route would, if maintained, eatsblish 
& permanent acceleration of seven days as 
compared with the transit vin the Suez Canal. 
So far back as 1898 the scheduled transit for 
the Boglish mail to Hong Kong from London, 
via Suez, was 184 days—one day less than the 
promised westerly transit—while delivery by 
the Suez route has in practice invariably been 
made in advance of schedale time. Moreover, 
while the present scheduled transit for the 
Soez route is 274 days, the actual carriage of 
the mail between London and Hong-Kong is 
made in less than 26 days Three to four days 
better, it is elaĩmad, than the new “record” 
claimed for the Canadian route. 

It will be remembered that the promoters of 
the Baghdad Railway have never ceased their

very partial adoption only by the Bindhi 
zamindars of the Ezyptian methods of oultiva- 
tion, which are far more expensive and labo- 
rious than the indigenous methods to which 
they are accastomed. Owing to the pecaliar 
circomstances of the province it is feared 
that considerable time will-elapse before the 
imperfect indigenous methods are supplanted 
by the Egyptian. Patience and persuasion are 
theretore commended to the authorities,

In the progress of a country or the develop 
ment of an empire, he is a narrow-minded man 
who refuses even to exawioe and see for him- 
self whether there be any power for good in 
other than immediate material resulta. The 
soldier fights, subdoes, and keeps in order. 
The engineer, with roads, railways, bridges, 
telegraph wires, sets up the loom on which is 
spun out the whole system. of government on 
the patt rn of the civilieation of the rade the 
extension of righteousness, liberty, and justice 
to the native peoples under our care. But 
there is a factor in the making of oor Empire, 
not often noticed in the secular Press or in the 
speeches of some of our Empire me kere, which 
plays an important part, more often as pre- 
carsor of, but sometimes az a humble attendant 
in the wake of our administration, I mean 
missionary enterprise. In apite of frequent 
mistakes, and in the face of ankind and dis- 
coaraging criticism, the pioneers of Christianity 
have done magnificent work, to which men of 
sach wide-varied experience as Lord Lawrence, 
General Gordon, Herbert Edwards, Robert 
Louis Stevenson, and Charles Darwin have 
borne testimony. 

The missionary has seldom received fair 
acknowledgment as « factor in the development 
of anew country; on the contrary, we have 
been viewed as nothing bot a nuisance by men 
who havenever taken the trouble to fiadoatour 
value, and as agents provocateurs by the young 
and thooghtless soldier man. It was, there- 
fore, both refreshing and encouraging to find 
two of the ablest administrators in ths Em- 
pire, men who had long and intimate know- 
ledge of the country and the people they 
governed, begging that missionaries might be 
sent to the pagan tribes of the Equatorial 
Provinces of the Sudan. 

In response to this appeal, six missionaries 
were sent oot in the avtomn of last year: 
three clergymen, a doctor, a farmer, and a 
technical instructor. They were not the thin, 
emaciated, hysterical type with a disappointed 
air of men who want to die soon, but picked 
meo—picked for strength and stamina as well 
as for their Christian zeal, men in the prime of 
manbood, ranging from 23 to 82. One was an 
Oxford man, two bailed from Cambridge; the 
farmer had ploughed the rich soil of Glouces- 
ters hire, and the handy msn of the party was 
once an assistant instroctor in London County 
Council echoole. All of them were men who 
dad left good positions at home to work as 
missionaries on the Upper Nile. 


Home-made Boat. 


Early in November, at Khartoum, the party 
were hard at work turning a two-masted gyassa 
into a dahabieb, or house-boat. As all the 
carpenters in town were bought up at fabulous 
wages for the many buildings under constrac- 
tion, the missionaries themselves had to turn 
to, under the direction of the technical man, 
and plane and saw, chisel out and hammer, 
till the blisters atood oat on their unpractised 
hands, and their backs, growing stiff with 
_ stooping, rebelled and ached ; but they stack 

to it, while the natives stared at the onwonted 
sight of Khawasghat Inglesi (Eoglish gentle. 
mes) soiling their hands with manual laboor. 

Gradually the house grew on the deck, 28 
feet by 20, a house to do duty as dwelling. 
room and dispenssry, and, above that, on 
strong iron stanchiont, was stretched a water- 
proof awning, onder which the company slept 
at night. The bcat was a 60-tonner, and carried 
a huge amount of material and sopplies i in the 
hold ; in addition to which there was a good 
supply of seeds and plants. Live stock in the 
shape of fowls, tarkeys, pigeonr, and an 
Boglish tox terrier were placed on the opper 
deck. The sbip was named ‘“Eodeavoor’ by 
the missionaries, but from the variety of stock 
on board it was was always kucwu on the Nile 
as “the Ark.” 

At sunset on December 9 a small company 
of well-wishers (inclading the Sirdar and his 
little daughter Victoris) assembled on the 
boat, and after a short service of prayer wish: 
ed the travellers God speed.” The wind blows 
steadily from north to south almost straight 
ap the Nile for more than six months in the 
year. A two-masted gyaséa in foll sail can tra- 


vol before the wind at a great pace. These Nile 


boats, with their gracefal sailr, look for all the 
world like some huge bird skimming the water. 


She simply flew before the wind. Once in a 


fifty-mile stretch, giving her two hours’ start, we 
oaught up and passed the Government ateamer. 
At Deum and Tewfikieh the British commani 
ties entertained us right royally. At Fashoda 
General Gatacre came on board, kindly gave 
his experiences, and talked over with enthu- 
siasm oor prospects and hopes. This wae 
nearly the last time he ever saw bis fellow.

Oaly what was 
really required was shot, aud that obtained far 
too easily to satisfy some of the men, who 
were keen -portsmen as well as earnest mis- 
sionaries. 

Not far from the mouth of the Zeraf the 
Austrian Roman Catholics have another mis- 
sion amongst the Shillukss. We paid them 3 
call, and foond that one of their recent sorrows 
was the death of a pet lion, which they had 
to shoot, tor though it was a most excellent 
guardian to the mission station, it used to do 
a little bunting “on its own” among the 
aheep of the Shilluke, who complained bitterly. 
The steamer belonging to the Governor of 
the Upper Nile was told off to tow us 
through the Sudd, and we felt rather sad 
when the sails were fastened op and huge 
chains and ropes bound the gyassa fast on 
the port side of the mail boat. It was rather 
a come down, after racing a Nile steamer, 
to be towed by one—like a racer dragged 
along by a cart horee. However, as soon as 
wo entered the Sadd it was at once apparent 
how impossible it woald bave been to sail 
throogb, for the passage was a continued series 
of twists and turns. 

Four days and nights the boat steamed 
against the stream. With the exception of
